Denver, Col., October 28.—Mobilized 
in approximately six hours, the com- 
mands of the Coiorado national guard 
began moving toward the south Colo- 
rado coal fields this afternoon, where 
marital law has been established 
compliance with the governor's procia- 
mation.

Late this afternoon militiamen from 
the Trinidad company reached the 
camps in this territory and by virtue 
of martial government closed every sa- 
‘loon in the three camps.

THE PROBLEM OF TRAFFIC. 

One of the increasingly serious problems 
of street traffic in Atlanta is attacked by the 
ordinance with which Alderman John 8. 
Candler, in behalf of the committee on reg- 
ulation of street traffic, proposes to regulate 
the parking of automobiles in the center of 
the city, The measure he has tentatively 
drafted would limit the stopping of machines 
in the heart of the city to thirty minutes. 
Collateral provisions are aimed at lessening 


the congestion due to auto and other traffic 
im the central parts of the city. 

It is distinctly encouraging that both 
members of council and of the chamber of 
commerce are co-operating in the movement. 
Congestion in all of its phases, whether due | 
to autos, trucks, trolleys or pedestrians, is 
rapidly becoming one of the gravest ques- 
tions with which expert municipal authority 
has to deal. The natural layout of Atlanta 
is such that, by an unfortunate paradox, the 
heart of the city is provided with the nar- 
rowest of the city's streets. 

The huge volume of traffic that pours 
every minute of the day through lower 
Peachtree and Whitehall and over the via- 
ducts joining these great thoroughfares 
would test streets of unusual breadth. The 
embarrassment they visit under the circum- 
stances is a familiar story to all persons who 
have to use these main north and south 
channels. That is not to speak of the collat- 
eral channels of Broad, Forsyth and the les- 
ser one at Pryor, where there is no viaduct. 

It is inevitable that with these conditions 
the parking of machines in the business dis- 
trict should enormously increase the penal- 
ties on traffic. There is delay and confusion 
and, as common experience and observation 
show, frequent menace to life, limb and prop- 
erty. The cities of Atlanta's class through. | 
out the country, cities with broader streets, | 
even, go about the matter differently. They 
limit the parking of cars to absolute neces- 
sity, and cars and traffic generally are kept 
on the move by trained policemen. 

The proposed ordinance, or one embody- 
ing its principle, must soon be enacted and 
enforced in Atlanta. With it must go a gen- 
eral revision and’ tightening of the city’s 
general traffic regulations. Mathematical 
precision in the regulation of traffic is one 
of the penalties we pay for growing pains, 
and for reaching metropolitan dimensions. 


HE HIT THE USURERS. 

In his Mobile speech Woodrow Wilson 
exposed the nerve of the Central and South 
American situation with a distinctness that 
must have made staid old Europe wince, The 
president was discussing the benefits to 
come to these southern nations with the 
opening of the Panama canal. Foremost 
among them, he said, would be the fact that 
the Spanish-American states would then be 
on the “main lines,” whereas they are now 
off the main lines. He then proceeded to 
show that the fact they had previously been 
isolated had operated to compel them to ac- 
cept loans on the best terms they could 
drive, and that was generally the will of the 
men lending the money. He spoke of the 
“hard bargains” which foreigners had made 
with our southern neighbors, because of the 
“risk” involved, and then of their craftiness 
in taking such securities as made a farce of 
the element of risk. 

This ig all-true as gospel. Anyone with 
the slightest experience in affairs not only in 
the countries mentioned by the president, 
but in Mexico as well, knows that they have 


the men to whom they had. be- 

come debtors had the powers of their gov- 
ernment behind the collection of the debt. 
So the thing has gone in a vicious and end- 
less circle, fomenting rebellion and fostering 
anarchy. 
We are not so sure that the opening of 
the canal will automatically cure Europe of 
“dollar diplomacy.” In fact, we rather sus- 
pect that in some one of its forms “dollar 
diplomacy” has come to stay in the equation 
of international trade relations. What will 
happen is that the Central and South Amer- 
ican states will gradually carve out stable 
government, manage their own fiscal system, 
~see the folly of turning over their resources 
to foreigners and proceed to the manage- 
ment of their own business. Many of them 
have already done so, and all of them show 
healthy tendencies. In the meantime, the 
implied rebuke the president handed the 
usurers of Europe and the would-be usurers 
of our own country is likely to leave its im-

SENTIMENTAND PENALREFORM 


Thomas Mott Osborne, chairman of the 
prison reform commission of New York, has 
made seventeen urgent recommendations 
for application at the state's prison in Au- 
burn. Recently Osborne spent a week at 
Auburn. Throughout the period he demand- 
ed to be treated as a regular prisoner as to 
diet, discipline and general care. When he 
emerged it was with a scathing denunciation 
of the system. 

It wilh not hurt anyone for Mr. Osborne’s 
recommendations to be exhaustively tested. 
All prisons are the better for close public 
surveillance. But there is always danger 
that the men who understand penology, and 
whose actions have given earnest of that 
understanding, may be hampered and even 
slandered by sentiment that is well-meaning 
but ignorant. 

Undisciplined and misdirected sympathy 
may harm instead of help the cause of 
genuine penal reform. 


THE SOUTH'’S IDLE EMPIRE. 

In the south there is an area of approxi- 
mately 400,000,000 acres violating the va- 
grancy law of economics, In other words, 
this vast aggregation of potential farms lies 
wholly fallow, returning not a penny in divi- 
dends. The story of these idle acres is told 
elsewhere on this page in the form of a let- 
ter to The Constitution from Clement S, 
Ucker, director of colonization for the 
Southern Settlement and Development Or- 
ganization, of which S. Davies Warfield, of 
Baltimore, is president. That organization 
was launched by representative southerners 
to promote the solution of general southern 
problems, of which this vagrant land is only 
one. 

Mr. Ucker outlines the manner in which 
he expects to attack the task assigned him. 
From two sources he hopes to turn armies 
of development southward. First, from 
among those. middle and northwestern 
Americans now migrating in such large an- 
nual numbers over the border into Canada. 
Second, from a carefully selective draft upon 
immigration from the northern countries of 
Europe. = 

Both recruiting methods are feasible, 
and both have long been urged by The Con- 
stitution. For years The Constitution has 
been contending with the southern railroads 
to turn the Canadian hegira in this direction 
by intelligent and persistent publicity. The 
south duplicates every advantage offered by 
Canada, and has others of climate and soil 
fertility not approximated by that country. 
In the matter of established civilization and 
democratic institutions there is, of course, 
no basis of comparison. The south can also 
profit substantially by the introduction of 
carefully chosen immigration from northern 


Europe. What the section does not need nor | 


want is to be made a dumping ground for 
those states in the old world that breed mal 
contents and instinctive enemies to society 

The program projected by Mr. Ucker is 
a constructive one. Farm lands, like facto- 
ries, have their functions. 
facture wealth in the form of crops; the 
latter in finished products. Both should be 
going concerns. The south’s agricultural 
factory is running on minimum time. There 
is ample profit and a fine and healthy envi- 
ronment for the opératives who will come 
in and bring the machinery to top-speed.

The World’s M ysteries, 


WHY DID HOUSTON GIVE UP HIS GOVERNORSHIP? | ~ 


Sam Houston was one of, the most pic- i 


turesque characters during th t half of 
the past century, and for a time wag presi- 
dent of Texas. Houston was born In Vir- 
ginia, but early in fe went to Tennessee, 
Where he spent much of his time with the 
Indians and was adopted by them. He final- 
ly studied law, and in 1827 he was over- 
whelmingly elected governor of Tennessee. 

In 182 Houston was a candidate for re- 
election, and the canvass was proceeding, 
apparently in Houston's favor, when’ the 
event occurred which put an end to his suc- 
cessful career as a politician in Tennessee, 
and appagently ruined him forever. What 
happenedieven his closest friends never 
Knew. On the 16th of April, 1829, he sent in 
his resignation to the secretary of state and 
left bis home amid a storm of vituperation 
and made his way up to the mouth of the 
Illinois river to join the Cherokee Indians 
and again become an Indian brave. 

In January, 1828, Governor Houston mar- 
ried Miss Eliza Allen, daughter of a wealthy 
and influential family of his section, and 
after a three months’ married life his wife 
left him and returned to her father's house. 
Houston wrote to her father asking him to 
persuade his wife to return, but she refused 
hie he threw up his hold on fortune and 

The cause of the trouble between Hous- 
ton and his wife has never been definitely 
revealed. Theonly words which he ever wrote 
on the matter were contained in a letter in 
Which he said: “Eliza stands acquitted by 
me. I have received her as a virtuous, chaste 
wife, and as such I pray God I may ever re- 
Sard her. She was cold to me, and I thought 
did not love me.” 

The most probable explanation is that 
the young lady had been induced to marry 
Houston to gratify the desires of her par- 
ents, who were attracted by his brilliant 
political position and prospects, while her 
affections had been given to another. The 
Intimacy of married life revealed her cold- 
ness or repugnance to her husband. and [A 
& moment of quarrel she avowed the truth, 
and left him. Houston's “high-strung” spirit 
and personal vanity were deeply wounded, 
and he acted with all the dramatic intensity 
of his nature. _ 

There was the wildest excitement in the 
frontier community over such an explosion 


of scandal Houston's enemies circulated the 
most outrageous reports concerning his con- 
duct, and the mystery, as it generally is, 
was interpreted at its worst. For a time 
there was the prospect that he would be 
subjected to persona] violence. His friends 
rallied around him, but he left Nashville in 
secret, some say in disgust, and went to bury 
himself among his old friends, the Chero- 
kees, a portion of whom had removed from 
their homes in Tennessee to the Indian Ter- 
ritory. 

Nothing could ever be extracted from 
Houston as to the cause of the separation 
between himself and his wife, even when he 
lost his self-control from drink, and when- 
ever he spoke of her it was in the most 
respectful terms, Sometimes he took the in- 
qQuiries good-humoredly, as when he replied 
to Hon. J. H. Reagan, afterwards postmaster 
general of the Confederacy and United 
States senator, who, while traveling with 
him in Texas on the way to a conference 
with the Indians at Grapevine Springs, had 
called his attention to a long, pretended ac- 
count of the affair in a newspaper. Houston 
merely said: _ 

“There has been a great deal written on 

that subject by men who know nothing about 
it It 1s an absolute secret and will always 
remain so." At other times he resented an 
inquiry as an unwarranted obtrusion into 
h.s private affairs. During his early resi- 
dence in Texas, and when he had no home 
of his own, Houston spent a great deal of 
his time at the house of Colonel Phil Sub- 
| lett, at San Augustine. 
i One night he came home so intoxicated 
that he was unable to mount to his cham- 
ber, and wag accommodated with a pallet on 
the floor. Colonel Sublett thought this a 
good opportunity to obtain a knowledge of 
the mystery, and began to question him on 
the subject. Houston became very angry at 
this discourtesy and he called for his horse 
| and dectared that he would not longer re- 
main in a house where an attempt was 
made to take advantage of his condition to 
secure from him private information. 

(vater Mrs. Houston secured from Hous- 
ton a divorce on the ground of abandonment. 
| She lived for a number of years thereafter. 
and was always respected. She was equall) 
silent as to the cause of the separation of 
‘ herself and her first husband.

Editor Constitution: If it will prove of 
interest to you or to the readers of your 
paper, I may say that since July 1, upon 
which date I entered upon duty as director 
of colonization, with this organization, I 
have given the intervening t!me almost ex- 
clusively to the study of the problem which 
confronts me. I have arrived at some very 
decided and definite conclusions and I be- 
lieve that I have substantially formulated 
plans which will eventually carry into suc- 
cessful fruition the work which I have un- 
dertaken in conjunction with the other heads 
of the departments of this organization, that 
is, agriculture, publicity and industry. 

There are, roughly speaking, and very 
roughly at that, about 409,000,000 aer of 
land in the territory in which this orgZniza- 
tion expects to operate fitted for agricul- 
ture of one form or another, which at this 
time lies practically dormant. The aggre- 
gate,may be more and it may be less, but 
the consensus of opinion appears to be that 
these figures are approximately correct. 
This area, viewed from the Standpoints of 
climatic condittons. soil, market facilities 
and nearness to the markets, is the most 
desirable agricultural land on the North 
American continent, yet by a strange se- 
quence of events it has received less at- 
tention and has been lost sight of more than 
any of the agricultural areas of the conti- 
nent. There is an explanation of all this 
mot necessary to discuss here. It is the 
province of my department to effect, In due 
course of time, the settlement of this area, 
and there naturalty result the questions 
when, how and by whom. 

Keeping Them at Home. 

As to the first, when, it may be an- 
swered by saying that as rapidly as organ- 
ization and available funds to carry on the 
work will permit. -As to the second, how, I 
might dwell at great length on the means, 
but suffice it to say In passing that it will 
be best accomplished when the claims of the 
Southland have been brought truthfully, ac- 
curately and persistently to the attention 
of the agricultural population of the United 
States residing outside of the southland, and 
by this I mean the entire North American 
continent. 

Criticism has come to me from various 
sources that I should hope to exploit one 
Bortion of the union for the benefit of an- 
other, but I have answered this to my own 
satisfaction at least by saying that so long 
as the Canadian government and the Cana- 
dian railways persist in exploiting the same 
territory, I shall deem !t legitimate to op- 
erate therein for the benefit of the south, 
and that I shall do a distinct public service 
by keeping the prospective Canadian set- 
tler within the borders of the -American 
republic, 

As to the third question. by whom, I 
have reached a definite conclusion-that all 
who may be induced to settle in the south- 
land as a result of the efforts of this or- 
ganization should be of a distinctively se- 
lective type. Whether they come from the 
agricultural regions of the union; whether 
from the citles having once been farmers and 
lured to the {industrial centers, or whether 
they being city-bred, but who would heed 
the swelling cry of the day “back to the 
farm,” selected, however, with the end in 
view that they may definitely benefit them- 
selves and become of the greatest possible 
economic benefit to the region {n which 
they locate, it matters not. There are thou- 
sands of farmers who would readily and 
willingly dispose of their high-priced agri- 
cultural lands and seek others in the south 
of less present value. 

Again there are thousands who are seek- 
ing to become proprietors of farms, but 
who cannot in thcir present environment 
with high-priced lands only to be had at- 
tain that end. All this is a matter of 
education, : 

The Kind Not Wanted. 

As to those whom we regard as “immi- 
rants" in the present-day acceptation of 
the term, I am rather of the opinion that 
the south does not want or need them. Now. 
let me be distinctly understood. That the 
South needs !mmigrants there is no shadow 
of doubt, but whether she would be bene- 
Cited by the unpurged stream pouring into 
our northern cities I have serious doubts, 
so serious that I am inclined to the posi- 
tion that so.far ag my efforts are con- 
cerned they will not be taken into consld- 
eration. That there are in the northern 
countries of Europe, of the same Parent 
stock as the peoples who originally set- 
tled in the southland, many whose coming 
would be of a distinct advantage to the 
south, I entertain no doubt I shal be 
a part of my plan to reach out for these 
and to so shape their coming and their 
environmént afterwards that ‘their location 
and subsequent activity will bea distinct 
advantage to themselves and to the south.

The great problem, the successful solu- 
tion of which will insure the permanency 
of this work which we have undertaken, 
and which, after all, is empire building, pure 
and simple, is to see that they become per- 
manently attached to their location. This

of a great many collateral problems, 
amongst which I might mention farm cred- 
its, rural life improvement, successful mar- 
keting, etc, a failure to solve which op- 
erated im large measure towards the aban- 
donment' of the farms by our agricultural 
populatian in the last decade. 

There are many minor problems yet to 
be worked out in connection with.tfis move- 
| ment, but I have no personal misgivings as 
| to tts ultimate success. This organization 
; came into being as a result of a south-wide 
\ recognition. of a grave condition and the 
necessity; for remedying it. Its motives 
from th beginning have been pure. Its 
| enthuslasm has been unbounded. Those con- 

nected with it have exhibited a disposition 

to throw their entire time and energy into 
the accomplishment of its aims, and if it 
ls accorded the spirit of co-operation, which 
it should have on the part of the people 
of the south, I entertain no shadow of a 
doubt of its ultimate fruition. 

This represents my views, briefly stared, 
and the preliminary accomplishments up-to- 
date. You are entirely welcome to use it 
jas you shall see fit, but it is my idea that 
Mr, McDowell, director of publicity, will 
from time to time furnish you with matter 
(tor publication designed to give the prog- 
ress and accomplishments of the organi- 
zation.

Right of Trial Judge. 

The trial pore has the right Inde- 
pendently of all other considerations 
to grant the defendant one new trial. 
He tas not to make any explanation 
to anybody nor can his right to grant 
j this new trial be disputed. He may 
grant it entirely independent of errors 
of his own, but solely on the ground 
that the jury was prejudiced. There 
is absolutely no reflection on him in 
Sranting the new trial. : 

The supreme court, on the other; 
hand, is extremely slow in going be- | 
hind jury verdicts, no matter what | 
may be the evidence upon which the/| 
jury verdict !s shown to have been 
based. It has repeatedly declared that, | 
if there were any evidence to support | 
the verdict, which would stand, the 
[court could not disturb it, because the 
jobject of the trial was to get an un- 
biased expression from the commu- 
nity. In such cases, the jurors, not 
the judges, were supposed to give ex- 
Pression to unbiased opinion. 

Consequently if Judge Roan sees fit 
to grant another trial on the ground | 
that the jury was biased, he has a 
right to do so independent of any tri- 
unal on eath. Every trial judge, 
either in civil or criminal cases, has 
rel Undisputed Tight to grant one new 
trial. 


Supreme Court's Action. 
Should he fail to grant this on ac- 
j;count of the bias of the jury, then 
the supreme court, while having the 
Power to overrule his decision and 
grant another new trial, either on this 
or other crounds, would probably hesi- 
tate, because of the fact that the same 
grounds had already been discussed: in 
argument and been passed upon at 
closer vision by the judge of the su- 
Peror court. 

It can, therefore, almost be stated
